The war against dust was start- 


ed by the 
civilian conservation 
corps as an experiment, and to 
show the farmers that dust can 
be conqured. 


H. G. Beehler, superintendent of 


a CCC camp here for soil conser- 
vation, said the experiment is suc- 
cessful. 


The aim Is to actually trap the 


dust before it leaves 
a 
"blow 


field" and becomes a saffron haze 
that darkens the sun, or becomes 
so dense that it tumbles forward 
and turns mid-day to midnJght. 
Contour Furrows. 


In pastures, -where the native 


Buffalo grass, a valuable protec- 
tive covering, has been killed oi- 


ls dormant from a 
flva 
year 


drought, 
"contour 
furrows" 
are 


dug. The bed in such furrows runs 
in a 
level line. Besides it, the 


plow throws up a dike 12 inches 
high. The furrow 
is 21 Inches 


wide and 9 Inches: deep. 


Each furrow Is nine-tenths foot 


below tha one above it. Along a 
gently sloping hill, there is one 
about evqry 30 feet, running cross- 
ways of the incline. 


When It rains, the water collects 


in the furrows, which are dam- 
med at Intervals. Thus, the mois- 
ture Is kept on the land and Is 
prevented 
from 
carrying 
away 


valuable top soil. 


Will"" Require Several Tears 
It will require several years to 


get the plan fully working, Beeh- 
ler said, but the furrows, with 
their dikes extending a foot into 
the air, meanwhile are breaking 
up ground currents of wind. 


The furrows are constructed so 
that they also throw the surplus 
water along a gentle course into 
lowlands on a farm for Irrigation". 


In farm field, "contour listing" 


is used. This is similar to contour 
furrowing, except that the furrows 
are close together. 


The Springfield CCC camp, with

fourth of the "blow land" in Baca 
county, heart of the "dust bowl." 


The farmer furnishes material,

opponent, to crush with one blow. 


The taking by surprise is an im- 


provement in psychological tech-, 
nique, whether In masculine love 
making, racketeering, war making 
or politico. 


Has 
Surprise Man in. 
It Is Hitler's obvious desire to 
take by surprise, not only his op- 
ponents, but also his own peaple, 
even his closest associates. 


He does not reveal to anyone 


what he may spoak or do at a 
critical moment, and he appears 
trying to convey the Impression 
that he acts under an inspiration 
—that like a prophet, he does not 
know 
himself 
In advance what 


he may speak. 


Through this attiude he achieves 


an aim, perhaps unconscious, of 
appearing to at least some of his 
people like a divine being. 


At the beginning of his career 


he appeared to have a "messianic 
vanity" in a negative form. He 
forgado the publication of any 
pictures of himself.

As shrewd as Hitler, but less 


aggressive, Lltvinoff tries to reach 
his point through patient penetra- 
tion and negotiation. 


Eden, like Litvlnoff, la a ne- 


gotiator-type. 
But to the British 


representative, as to Hitler, Com- 
munism would appear a danger. 
Eden, however, would Bee it In a 
different light from Hitler. 


League Uses. 
To Eden, the League of Nations, 


which he used a few months ago 
to attempt to force an Italian- 
Ethiopian peace, is now an in- 
strument which he may

against Germany, and possibly in 
tho future against Russia.

Whitney," it added, "the petition- 
er (Mrs. Vanderbilt) had evidenc- 
ed no interest in her whatsoever 
until her enjoyment of the allow- 
ance was threatened." 


Mrs. Whitney contended that 


from the time of the dearth of Mr. 
Vanderbilt on Sept. 4, 1925, the 
petitioner, the child's mother, re- 
ceived an allowance of $48,000 a 
year out of little Gloria's estate 
for maintenance and support of the 
child. 
This allowance, she added, was 
spent chiefly on the petitioner, who 
during the six and one half years 
after her husband's death, devoted 
herself to the pleasures of a gay 
continental life abroad and saw lit- 
tle of the child. 
"In October of 1928 (a year aft- 
er her husband's death)," Mrs. 
Whitney's 
brief said, "she met 
Prince Hohenlohe who thereafter 
usually accompanied her on her 
travels, shared her pleasures, and 
was practically a permanent resi- 
dent at her places of sojourn, paid 
for with the child's money.

"Her alleged engagement to the 
Prince was finally broken in Jan-

was gone from the job and 
it was merely a grim en- 
durance test. Most of the 
famous correspandents who 
joined the first news rush 
will not go back. There are 
limits to what even a vet- 
eran war correspandent can 
or will endure, and Ethi- 
opia is the extreme limit. 
If the news eagles are going 
to attend any more wars, it 
will have to be in more 
civilized and less torrid and 
verminous places. And you 
can't blame them.
